St. Paul, Minn.—Federal Judge W. 


S. Kenyon sitting in the circuit court 
of appeals here declared Thursday aft- 
ernoon that he was not and never had 
been a candidate for the Republican 
vice presidential nomination.

Mr. Hawes 
"Perhaps there Is no scenic trip In 


the United States so accessible. Inter- 
esting and delightful as the Rockies 
between Salt Lake City and Denver 
by way of the Denver & Rio Grande 
railway. 
Going 
east 
leaving Salt 


Lake at 5 o'clock In the afternoon the 
train passed 
through fine farming 


country until sundown. 


'At 7 o'clock tho next morning we 


arrived at Glemvood Hot Springs, a 
well known summer 
resort, and a 


daylight 
trip of 
12 hours began 


through the canyon. 
From the ob- 


servation car can be seen the wonder- 
ful vivid coloring of the Rockies ris- 
ing in many places more than 2.500 
feet above the railway and the Color- 
ado river which dashes along the can- 
yon first on one side of the train. 
then on the other. 


10,000 FEET IX THE Altt 


"The mountains at this point to 


some extent are covered with green 
vegetation which enhances the bril- 
liant coloring of the granite boulders

fields all of which add much variety 
and charm to the scene.

"About 8:30 In the mornnlg we ran 


into a light enow fall which lasted 
most of tho forenoon, but not heavy 
enough to obscure tho view.

wherever It could cling and covering 
the ground to a depth of a few Inches.

nearer sea level. From this point we 
ascend and are closer to the moun-

raining and we were informed that 
rain had been prevalent for scvexu 
weeks, assuring bountiful crops for 
Colorado and adjoining states.

"Conditions in Denver being so fav- 


orable for motoring in the mountains 
I remained here temporarily to get a 
number of side trips that have not 
been available this spring until now.

A member of a Jury trying un 


automobile 
damage 
case 
recently 


came out of the courtroom and met 
the plantlff In tho case at the door. 
Tho plaintiff was not present when 
the verdict was rendered. A broad 
emllo played on the Juror's face as 
he said: 


"You won. Tou got ) ..... " 
The news was highly gratifying: to 


tho man who started suit and fbced 
his mind upon the damages lie was 
about to collect. 


Then came tho shock. In splto of 


vrnat the Juror had said and believed. 
the plaintiff had not won the case at 
all.

of finding for the plaintiff and felt 
It had done him Justice by tho dam- 
ages it awarded, but the verdict was 
not one on •which ho could recover 
damages.

has revived the extensive use of spe- 
cial verdicts. 


. FOUR MAIN QUESTIONS 
There nro four fundamental ques- 


tions that demand answer in a spe- 
cial \crdlct in a damage suit: 
1. 


Was tho defendant guilty of want of 
ordinary care? 
2. Was this want 


of ordinary care- tho projclmato cause 
of the accident? 
3. Was tho plain- 


tiff guilty o£ want of ordinary care? 
4. Was this want of ordinary care 
the proximate cause of tho accident? 


Of course, such questions may be 


preceded with others, such as, Was 
the paintlff Injured? "Was tho plain- 
tiff's car damaged? These questions 
or any other that may bo disputed 
may be embodied in the special ver- 
dict. 
In fact there havo been as 


many as 30 or 35 questions embodied 
in the verdict. 


Usually tho more qupstlons there 


are. tho more confusing- they are 
to tho jury, and tho moro likely they 
aro to misconstrue the issues and 
cojitradict themselves in the verdict. 


Often while the Jury Is under the 


impression that they aro finding for 
the plaintiff they defeat their own 
purpose by misunderstanding a ques- 
tion and answering It to tho plain- 
tiff's harm. 


CONFUSES JURORS 


Taking the four fundamental ques- 


tions, previously referred ito. 
they 


might answer tho first question in 
the affirmative to find for the plain- 
tiff,'but by denj ing the second ques- 
tion, -which is. whether the defend- 
ant's want of ordinary care was the 
proximate, cause of the acddent they 
spoil tho plaintiffs case 
Or If the 


Jury answers the first two questions 
with a "yoss" and answers the sec- 
ond two questions In the same way. 
thus holding the plaint!?,! also Un 
part responsible, the plaintiff loses 
the case. 
When many more ques- 


tions are Involved, questions concern- 
Ing a third or even fourth party, the 
moro likely will some 
question be 


misunderstood. 


An explanation of the Issues are 


given tho jury by the court but when 
the Jury retires to tho jury room to 
deliberate on the case, they ofton 
forget the explanation. 


By an amendment passed by the 


legislature In 1903. a 'special (verdict 
when desired by either party in a 
law suit must be asked for before 
the presentation of any testimony. 
Formerly requests could be made at 
the cloae of testimony and 
before 


the arguments to the Jury- The plain- 
tiff may perhaps be placed at a dis- 
advantage when In building up hla 
case on the supposition that a gen- 
eral verdict is to be rendered and 
finds after completion of his testi- 
mony that the defendant requests a 
special verdict. 


Appleton lawyers admit that they 


had "some very pleasant experiences 
with special verdicts and other exper- 
iences that were not so pleasant." 


MUST HAVE THEM 
Special verdicts have been a. source 


of mortification to some lawyers at 
times, and yet they don't see how 
they can -very well get along without 
them, especially when the negligence 
of two or three parties aro Involved 
or when there Is the question of 
greater and lesser negligence.

Intelligent jury may still be Influenc- 
ed by their emotions, whether return- 
ing a general verdict or a special 
verdict. 
The defendant -who has a 


poor case, it is said, relies upon the 
unlntelligence of a Jury to spoil the 
verdict.
